LESS REVENUE. 


There is a plain warning of governmental hardship to 


come in the treasury report of tax collections for the fiscal 
year ending June 30. There was a decrease of nearly $800,- 
000,000 in income and excess profits taxes. Inasmuch as the^ 
tax rate was the same as for the preceding year, the differ/ 
ence is attributable to industrial depression and diminished 
business and personal incomes. And inasmuch as the condi- 
tion here shown hardly began to be effective until about the 
middle of the fiscal year—the beginning of the present cal- 
endar year—it may easily be guessed that the government 
will fare much morse in its collections for the twelve months 
ending with next June. 


The new tax law is expected to make little decrease in 


taxes through lower rates. Poorer business will foe a far big- 
ger factor. Congress will very likely have from a half billion 
to a billion dollars less to spend. Is it too much to hope that 
Congress will now realize the seriousness of the country's 
financial plight, and refrain, in the winter session, from spend- 
ing what is hasn't got to spend? 


IN SOVIET MOSCOW. 


The Soviet government, desperate for lack of funds, has 


authorized Russian municipalities in similar plight to levy 
their own revenue taxes. As a result Moscow has set about 
collecting them with a vengeance. 


Here are some of the new taxes: Marriage applications, 


15,000 rubles; divorce applications, 20,000; change of name, 
100,000; application for Russian citizenship, 10,000; applica- 
tion for foreign citizenship, 100,000; permission to change 
residence, 1,000 rubles. A pre-%ar ruble was worth approxi- 
mately 51 cents, so it is apparent that taxes'are high under 
Soviet rule-. 


However, on the day when these new taxes were an- 


nounced the official exchange rate on the ruble was 100,000 
to the standaVd silver dollar of America. A man with a good 
five-dollar bill might do all the things listed, and still have 
the price of the day's meals, such as they are.

UNCLE SAM AS EMPLOYER 


The United States government is the 


largest single employer of men and 
women in this country. At the present 
time in the executive civil service of 
^he Federal government, and exclusive 
of the army and navy, there are em- 
ployed approximately 650,000 workers, 
or one in 73 of all residents on Ameri- 
can soil, ten -years of age or over, en- 
gaged in gainful occupations. A little 
while ago, when the number of federal payments. 
employees was even larger than It Is 
now, one person out of every 68 In the 
United States who-had any sort of a 
job at all was working for the govern- 
ment. These calculations are based 
on recent estimates of the bureau of 
the census In anticipation of the re- 
sults of. the fourteenth general census. 


Prior to the outbreak of the war, 


In 1914, the number of men and women 
in civil positions ,ln the executive 
service was approximately 385,630. In 
1916 it had grown to 398,832. In 1917, 
after our entry into the war. It was 
459,798. On June 30, 1919, the number 
was1 707,448. The number on July 31, 
1920, was 691,116. 


These figures are confessedly ap- 


proximations. Since the signing of the 
armistice the number of federal em- 
ployees has been decreasing. 
Un- 


doubtedly the decrease^ In force will 
continue to be ma'de for months to 
come, but the grewth of the govern- 
ment business In the past few years 
hasj>een such as to make It a larger 
employer in the post-war period than 
It had ever been in the pre-war period. 


found, 
These thousands of men and women 


working for the government comprise 
every type of ability and intelligence. 
Tljelr duties cpver a range of activities 
that far exceeds that exercised for 
other public or private employers; for, 
besides Its task of lawmaktag and law 
enforcing, of national defense and 
national finance, the government Is 
charged with promoting the health and 
welfare of its people, of promoting 
their home interests, their agricultural, 
mining, manufacturing, shipping, fish- 
^ng and transportation interests. 
J 


To do this it must Investigate, con- 


trol and eradicate diseases that attack 
persons, plants and nnimnls. It must 
Inspect livestock, foods and drugs. It 
must study conditions and progress In 
education, labor and commerce. 
It 


must prevent individual men or groups 
of men from using unfair business 
methods, whether in banking, trans- 


i portatlon, trade or manufacture. 


The government must administer 


public lands and the affairs of the 
Indians, 
and educate 
children In 


Alaska. It grants patents of inven- 
tion, it sets the clocks of the country, 
forecasts 
the weather, • and makes 


observations of the stars and heavenly 
bodies. It constructs buildings, docks, 
roads, bridges, irrigation works, builds 
canals 
and 
aeroplanes, 
makes 


ordnance and ammunition, doWhing 
and other supplies for Its soldiers and 
sailors. It makes all its own money 
and does all its own printing. It dis- 
tributes all mail and many packages. 
'The government does everything 
that any employer in the United States 
does, in addition to a great many 
things that no other employer does. 
How does it treat its people? Is It 
a good employer or a bad employer? 
Are Its employees contented? These 
are questions that I should advise the 
railroad" men, the miners and other 
workers who seek nationalization of 
Industry, to look info before they com- 
mit themselves. 
' 


Let them find out for themselves 


what government ownership would 
mean to them. 


The first thing they wllLdiscover, as 


I discovered when I began the present 
Inquiry, Is that nobody knows, and 
nobody in the government service 1» 
charged 
with knowing, the exact 


nnnrVar of employees to the service 
from day to day. Even more* astound- 
ing, nobody knows, or Is charged with 
knowing, even approximately, the sum 
of the payroll of the United States. 


It is not possible to find out within 


hundreds of thousands of dollars how 
much the United States pays yearly 
or monthly in salaries and wages. I 
went to the Treasury department, to 
the appropriations committee of con- 
gress, and elsewhere where I thought 
the information might be lodged, but 
nobody knew. I was told vaguely that 
the government was not run on an 
asset and liability basis, and therefore 
It was not necessaryto know the exact 
number of employees on the payroll.

Weigh Milk aii(J Test It. 
"Every owner of dairy, cows should 


know if his cows are. giving enough 
milk or butterfat to make a profit 
over the cost of feed," says A. C. 
Baer, professor of dairying at Okla- 
homa A', and M. College. "A scale 
to weigh the milk in the barn can. 
be bought for $4. It takes -only a 
few minu.tes a day extra time to 
weigh the milk from each cow "and 
write the weight on a milK sheet 
tacked up in the barn. Once a 
month a sample of milk can be test- 
ed. Any creamery, ice cream factory, 
or cream station will usually be glad 
to do this testing. Every schoo' 
house can be equipped with a tester 
at very little "expense, and the ibdys 
at school can do the testing. . , 


"A profitable cow should produce 


6,000 pounds of milk or 200 pounds 
of butterfat in 300 days. Are your 
cows all profitable? Why. not" finj 
out? Is milking dairy cows a busi- 
ness proposition with you?. (If so, 
why not apply business methods? 


Peach Tree .Borers 


"You may think that, 
because 


your peach tree looks vigorous, there 
are no borers in the trunk near or 
just below the surface of ^the soil," 
warn p. C./Mooring, extension horti- 
culturist at Oklahoma A. and *M.' 
College.

"Now is a good time to examine 


your trees and if borers are present 
as most likely they are remove them. 
Dig the soil away thus leaving a 
cavity around the base of the tree, 
for as "a rule there will be an exu- 
dation ,of gum 
(jelly) 
from the 


trunk which, will indicate the pre- 
sence of borers. In most cases you 
can cut them out with a heavy 
sharp knife by . following their tun- 
nels. Because you do not find them 
at first, do not give up and con- 
clude that they are not there. Where 
they have bored deeply into the 
wood a flexible wire may be used 
to gouge 
and kill them as indi- 


cated by bug juice on the end of 
the wire. Leave the cavity around 
the i trees during the winter."
